GAMBLING problems could be on 
the increase as people suffering the 
effects of recession play a danger¬ 
ous high-stakes game to try and 
bet themselves out of debt. 

With many businesses reporting slumping 
sales as economic realities bite, bookmakers in 
the district are seemingly bucking the trend, a 
Yourcanterbury investigation can reveal. 

But it has fuelled concerns that cash- 
strapped punters are looking to gamble their 
way out of increasing personal debt, with sup¬ 
port agencies braced to pick up the pieces as 
lives unravel amid the damaging addiction. 

One bookmaker in the district, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Our takings are 
slightly up on last year. I think in times like 
these people get a bit desperate and think, ‘I’ll 
try to gamble my way out of trouble,’ just hop¬ 
ing for that big win.” 

Since gambling laws were relaxed in 2005, 
charity Gamcare says it has seen a sharp 
increase in the number of callers asking for 
help. And it fears the credit crunch could result 
in more lives being ruined by gamblers risking 
too much. 

A spokesman said: ‘We can’t say either way 
whether there is a link [between the recession 
and an increase in gambling] because the data 
is not available yet. 

“But the issue is the problem - gambler’s 
friends and family may suffer more because

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As we stay in to 
save cash, video 
games sales soar

THE entertainment indus¬ 
try may be waiting for the 
recession to take a bite out 
of its profits, but the video 
game business is booming. 

And retailers in Canterbury say 
while some traders are counting the 
cost of the downturn, it seems people 
are swapping costly nights out for 
evenings in with their joystick. 

A spokesman for HMV, in the 
Marlowe Arcade, said: “Demand for 
console and PC games and products 
in Canterbury is very strong and we 
saw a record Christmas with games 
sales up by a fifth.” 

And those sales show no signs of 
slowing. HMV says its successful 
Christmas sales figures were helped 
by due a strong selection of games for 
all three main consoles, as well as the 
wider family appeal of the ground¬ 
breaking Nintendo Wii. 

The Wii has harnessed motion sen¬ 
sor technology to become the biggest- 
selling machine on the market. 

A spokesman said: “Part of this has 
to be down to the games offers that 
exists across all three main plat¬ 
forms: Wii, Xbox 360 and 
Playstation3. 

“All the consoles deliver an amaz¬ 
ing gaming experience and the Wii 
has helped broaden the appeal of 
games and made them more of a fam¬ 
ily product.” 

Big sellers flying off the shelves 
included the latest Call of Duty and 
FIFA games, as well as Wii favourites 
Mario Kart and Wii Play. 

And modem gaming is far from the 
antisocial stereotype some might 
imagine. Keen gamer Pete Blackett, 
of St Stephen’s Road, Canterbury, 
said: “A lot of people go out one night 
and stay in another to save money. 

;< With lots of games now you have a

social aspect anyway, such as playing 
Wii with your mates, or multiplayer 
online roleplay games such as World 
of Warcraft or Eve. 

With those you chat to people over 
the internet using headsets, so you 
can either socialise with your mates 
down the pub and spend money on 
pints, or socialise online.” 

Another of the city’s main games 
retailers, Game, also posted strong 
Christmas trading figures, with sales 
for the six-week period ending on 
January 9 up 16.6 per cent. 

The company says it has benefited 
from the closure of competitors such 
as Woolworths and Zawi. 

Both HMV and Game say they are 
also doing a roaring trade in second¬ 
hand games, and HMV has launched 
a credit-crunch busting offer which 
allows gamers to exchange old games 
for other goods.

someone with a gambling problem 
will not think, ‘I’ve run out of money, 
I’ll stop gambling’. 

“Money put away for other things 
might be gambled. This could put a lot 
of pressure on friends and family. 
Gamcare’s helplines are for them, too, 
to talk about how it is affecting them.” 

When Yourcanterbury contacted 
the head offices of leading bookmak¬ 
ers operating in Canterbury, 
Whitstable or Heme Bay, none want¬ 
ed to make a public statement. 

This month, the Government came 
under fire from church leaders and 
charities for relaxing the upper limit 
on fruit machines’ maximum payout. 

The jackpot has been raised from 
£35 to £70, while users will be able to 
stake £1 rather than 50p, under new 
rules. 

Objectors say this will lead to more 
problem-gambling, arguing that fruit 
machines are a gateway to more 
destructive, higher-stakes bets. 

Archbishop of Canterbury Dr 
Rowan Williams is an outspoken crit¬ 
ic of gambling. 

Addressing the General Synod last 
year, he said: “The gambling industry 
is profoundly costly. Its human pollu¬ 
tion in terms of promoting addiction, 
destroying family life and so forth is 
manifest. The industry needs to take 
responsibility.” 

Sales of National Lottery tickets 
have also gone up, with half-year 
sales to September 2008 increasing 
by £181.3m to £2.5 billion.

Driver jailed over 
role in copper 
theft conspiracy 


SHOPPERS who pledge to cut down 
on plastic bags can get a free envi- 
ronmentally-ftiendly sack instead as 
part of an initiative by the city coun¬ 
cil. 

Environment staff will be out and 
about across the district this week 
handing out the free jute hags for all 
seasons’. 

In return for a free bag, people 
have to sign a pledge to cut down on 
their use of plastic bags. 

The promotions team will be at the 
Canterbmy branch of BHS from 
11am to 2pm tomorrow (Thursday), 
and at the Herons leisure centre in 
Heme Bay from 3.30pm to 5pm on 
Friday. 

Handouts at the Canterbury and 
Whitstable leisure centres have 
already proved popular. 

Environmental promotions officer 
Helen Bennington said: “By asking 
people to sign a pledge, we are hop¬ 
ing they will think twice before 
using plastic carrier bags and 
instead get into the habit of taking a 
reusable bag with them when shop¬ 
ping.” 


A LORRY driver has been jailed for 
12 months for his part in a conspira¬ 
cy to steal a tmck loaded with scrap 
copper. 

Andrew Thomas Jones, 34, from 
Canterbury, was jailed after he used 
his truck-driving skills to take con¬ 
trol of a stolen lorry after its original 
driver - his uncle Thomas William 
Spain - feigned a heart attack to 
leave it unattended. 

Spain was employed as a driver for 
a German transport company deal¬ 
ing in metals. 

As far as his employers were con¬ 
cerned on the morning of March 4, 
2008, he was taking a substantial 
load of scrap copper from east 
London to Olen in Belgium. 

Instead, he pulled up at a lay-by 
near the Gate Services on the A2 
outside Canterbury, feigned a heart 
attack and was taken to hospital by 
ambulance, leaving the lorry to be 


picked up by the other conspirators. 

But medics could find nothing 
wrong with him. Jones, accompanied 
by his friend Rodney Stacey, inter¬ 
cepted the lorry, making it appear 
the taking and driving away of the 
HGV was a random theft while it 
was left unattended. 

The plot was foiled after the con¬ 
spirators tried to sell the copper to a 
scrap-metal yard in Faversham. 

A judge at Canterbury Crown 
Court jailed four men on Friday, all 
had been charged with one count of 
conspiracy to steal. 

Rodney John Stacey, 33, of Deal; 
Thomas William Spain, 52, of 
Folkestone; and Trevor Anthony 
Coates 35, of Ashford, were all sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months’ imprisonment. 

A fifth man, Carl Martin, 48, was 
found not guilty of one count of con¬ 
spiracy to steal and one count of 
theft.

Has caring replaced learning in today's classrooms? Two Canterbury academics debate the pros and cons of the modem focus on feelings in education. 
Dennis Hayes, co-author of The Dangerous Rise of Therapeutic Education, and a lecturer at Canterbury Christ Church University, is an opponent of the 
Government's Social and Emotional Aspects of Learning programme, which he calls "manipulative and dangerous". Phillip Karnavas, head teacher of 
Canterbury High School, recently graded "outstanding" by Ofsted, is a firm supporter of the SEAL scheme, believing it increases pupils' ability to leam. 


DENNIS HAYES 

THERAPEUTIC education is about 
manipulating children’s emotional lives 
and trying to control their feelings 
rather than letting them relate freely to 
other children, their parents and adults, 
with love, anger, hatred - the emotions 
they feel when growing up. 

If adults control them, children will 
never grow up. Teachers committed to 
teaching their subjects used to be 
authoritarian and got children to leam. 

Now they increasingly want to help 
them become more confident and in 
touch with their emotional lives, so that 
they can leam, but this is indirectly 
authoritarian and manipulative. 

Concerns with raising pupils’ self¬ 
esteem and emotional literacy or build¬ 
ing their resilience and emotional well¬ 
being are based on something new, what 
you can call a diminished concept of our 
children. This is something different and 
dangerous, and although it seems to be 
compassionate, it is really very manipu¬ 
lative. As a history teacher remarked: 
“Something has changed when pupils 
want to know more about themselves 
than the world.”

BUILDING self-esteem and nurturing 
emotional wellbeing neither replace the 
curriculum nor prevent learning - they 
enable better access to both. 

While I agree that caring must not 
substitute for learning, caring about chil¬ 
dren is a vital precondition for learning. 

It does not imply a “diminished con¬ 
cept” of, nor necessarily produce 
“dependency” in, children. They help 
overcome complex barriers to learning, 
empowering and motivating children to 
enjoy and achieve. 

None of these things is about control¬ 
ling children; rather they enable chil¬ 
dren to better control their learning. 

Moreover, a better understanding of 
“self” is not the promotion of solipsism. It 
better equips learners for the acquisition 
of knowledge and understanding. 

My school successfully operates many 
of the things Mr Hayes attacks and I 
make no apology for it. Rather than pay 
£18.99 for his book, I would donate it to 
Bamados and live with the guilt caused 
by knowing Mr Hayes feels I have con¬ 
tributed to the “downsizing of children’s 
potential”.

Economy drives 
city noise action 
off the agenda 


MOVES to ease transport ten¬ 
sions between Canterbury resi¬ 
dents and city visitors in search of 
a good night out have stalled due 
to the credit crunch. 

The council has noted that a key challenge in 
solving the dilemma between a good night’s 
sleep and a night on the tiles is the lack of reli¬ 
able transport to get people away from residen¬ 
tial areas quickly, cheaply and quietly, with 
minimal disturbance to householders. 

The city centre development action plan, a 
document seeking to map out the sensitive 
development of Canterbury’s night-time econ¬ 
omy, recommended “that public transport 
away from the city centre during the evenings, 
especially at weekends, should be improved”. 

With this in mind, the council has been 
investigating transport options, but the reces¬ 
sion has impacted on plans. 

Ideas included subsidised late-night coaches 
aimed at students - a feature of other univer¬ 
sity cities such as York - which will pick up 
from the city centre and take revellers back to 
campus and away from residential areas. 

A Unihopper service, laid on by Stagecoach, 
already runs from Christ Church University,

but this does not operate past 11pm due to a 
lack of drivers, so misses the crucial period 
between 11pm and 3am when pubs, bars and 
clubs close. This leaves late-night drinkers 
with no choice but to attempt to hire a cab or 
walk home, which can lead to disturbance. 

Struggling taxi firms have also baulked at 
the idea of providing subsidised late night 
services. The credit crunch has hit many hard 
as people go out less and use cheaper forms of 
transport to get home, and most firms say they 
are in no position to help at the moment. 

Nightclubs have also cited the downturn as 
a major factor in their reluctance to provide 
investment in other transport options. 

The situation is exacerbated by the fact that 
the last train to London and the Medway 
towns leaves Canterbury East at 11.18pm on 
weekdays, and at 11.47pm on Saturdays. 

The council has also introduced saturation 
areas to certain roads in the city centre to pre¬ 
vent any more licensed venues opening. 

The police have also introduced measures to 
curb disturbance, most recently the city centre 
dispersal zone which finished earlier this 
month.

Theatre director Mark Everett said: “This 
fantastic result shows that high-quality, feel¬ 
good entertainment will always attract peo¬ 
ple, whatever the economic conditions.”

Tickets are already on sale and more than 
10,000 seats have been sold or reserved.

Are student placements like work experience at school?

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour. 

They also offer flights in executive helicop¬ 
ters over London and Hellfire Comer in Kent 
for £150 per person plus VAT.

Finishing school 
to help motivate 
our youngsters 

TROUBLESOME teenagers are being 
invited to clean up their act by attending a 
modem-day version of a finishing school. 

Shy youngsters and those with low self¬ 
esteem have also taken part in the Brand 
You Experience, which aims to help school 
leavers prepare for working life through a 
series of motivational workshops. 

The scheme, which started in Dover last 
year and is now being extended to 
Maidstone, is a joint initiative between 
Kent County Council and mentoring and 
coaching organisation Beyond Excellence.

He said: “We have found from talking to 
young people and employers that they are 
often poles apart in what they expect from 
each other.”

Anglers unite to tackle 
'outrageous' EU scheme

EU PLANS to limit the amount of 
fish amateur anglers can catch 
will harm the shops and business¬ 
es that rely on the popular hobby 
say opponents. 

Boat charter companies, tackle shops and 
other businesses could suffer unless the 
European Union withdraws what many 
insiders believe is an unfair ruling for recre¬ 
ational fishermen in the UK. 

The plans are aimed at clamping down on 
Continental fishermen who use large nets to 
gather fish to feed their families. 

If the EU does not back down, skippers who 
take tourists on sea-angling trips off Kent’s 
coast and those who fish from piers will have 
to abide by the same quota rules as commer¬ 
cial fishermen throughout Europe. 

Kent Charter Fishing owner Dave Hancock 
said: “This could slaughter our business, but

we may have no choice but to deal with it. 

“It would make life very difficult and mean 
we would have to fish for different species 
and record every catch, which would be a big 
hassle. If you put our catches beside the 
amount caught by commercial fishermen, the 
numbers are insignificant. It doesn’t seem 
fair. We want things to stay the way they are.” 

Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the European Parliament’s committee 
on fisheries, said: “It’s outrageous that they 


are extending this policy to recreational 
anglers. When large-scale commercial fishing 
in places such as Margate dried up, people 
started taking tourists out on angling trips on 
boats instead. 

“For them to have to register their catch is 
preposterous. But I think there’s a reasonable 
chance of stopping this going through. I’m 
fairly confident we’ll be able to fix it.” 

About 1.4 million people enjoy sea fishing 
off Britain, creating about 20,000 jobs in the 
process.The newly-formed Angling Trust has 
promised to fight the new proposals all the 
way and is encouraging recreational fisher¬ 
men to contact their MEPs. 

Member Leon Roskilly said: “We would like 
the two sectors [commercial and recreational] 
to be regulated differently and more appro¬ 
priately, because if this goes through it will 
have a hell of an impact. 

'We’re having meetings with Defra and the 
European Anglers’ Alliance. There’s been a 
furore over this - whoever came up with this 
regulation can’t have imagined they would 
receive such a reaction.” 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

“We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 


Innovative midwives rewarded by reduction in caesarean rates 


MIDWIVES in Kent have developed an idea 
that has seen caesarean section rates drop by 
five per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which had doubled in 10 years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 


Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category. 

They arranged for the midwife caring for a 
woman in labour to fill in a form every hour 
noting information such as changes of position 
and keeping the woman upright. Midwives 
also encourage different support strategies, 
such as using water. 

And their work, which has cut caesarian 
rates, was placed in the UK top three at a cer¬ 


emony at the Royal Garden Hotel in London. 

The audit tool, devised in 2003 by a group of 
midwives led by Hilary Thomas at Pembury 
Hospital, was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK but we have not been sav¬ 
ing more mothers or babies because of it. 

“Maternity services are looking at how we 
can increase normal births because there are 
health benefits for both mother and child.” 


Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is best for the newborn. During the second 
trial of the audit, caesarean rates dropped by 
two per cent overall from 26 per cent of births 
in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C-sections were 
important for women experiencing serious 
complications or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily.

Yourcanterbury editor Chris Britcher joins his son 
to experience life in a top Whitstable infant school 


GULP. Thirty minutes into my 
return to infant school education 
and I am learning things I cannot 
for the life of me remember being 
taught in my time in class. 

There is something a tad disconcerting sit¬ 
ting among six and seven-year-old children 
as they discuss the cortex, limbic and reptil¬ 
ian parts of the human brain and what roles 
they fulfil. 

After picking my jaw up off the floor the top 
half of my face tumbles down to join it when 
one youngster puts his hand up and starts 
discussing neurons. 

You could be forgiven for thinking this is 
some sort of special school I find myself in; 
one designed for the super intelligent. But 
no. This is infant school education 21st cen¬ 
tury style and, by heck, is it impressive. 

I am sat in a brightly lit, beautifully deco¬ 
rated and well equipped classroom at 
Westmeads Infant School in Whitstable. This 
is a school no stranger to praise; its latest 
Ofsted report giving it a flurry of ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ ratings. 

It is also PSHE week - and hence the rea¬ 
son I find myself perched on a tiny plastic 
school seat next to my six-year-old son. 

Personal, Social and Health Education is a 
key part of the curriculum. Rather than sim¬ 
ply developing the brain it aims to boost the 
personality too. And, as part of a week of spe¬ 
cial events, parents have been invited in to 
spend a day with their child and watch them 
at work and play. Who could resist? 


Things are very different to my infant 
years back in the late 70s, where Panini foot¬ 
ball stickers and Star Wars in the play¬ 
ground were all that seemed important. 

Today’s lessons start with a morning work¬ 
out. We’re up on our feet and running 
through a series of stretches and movements 
to get our brains ticking over nicely. 

By the time we’ve discussed the brain and 
then examined number groups I’m 
impressed by the amount of solid learning 
going on for such a young age group.

Afternoon back in the classroom is another 
busy affair. We’re talking transport and so 
with a box of Lego and other construction 
toys laid before us the class is told to set 
about building a vehicle of the future. 

By the time the end of the day is upon us 
and a story is read out, I’m feeling like I’ve 
done a day’s work and have renewed respect 
for the teacher. 

Discipline and respect in the classroom 
really was first class. In fact, the whole school 
reeked of getting the combination of learning 
and fun spot on. 

Crucially, though, it’s mighty reassuring 
knowing the next generation are getting 
such a good start.

Why we should wrap TV star 
Brian Cant up in cotton wool 


FIRST Oliver Postgate and now 
Tony Hart. For those 30-some- 
things weaned on a diet of BBC 
children’s TV of the Seventies and 
early Eighties, these are dark 
times indeed. 

There is perhaps nothing more likely to 
bring home to you that youth has truly passed 
you by and you’re entering an older genera¬ 
tion, than when entertainers from your child¬ 
hood start shuffling off this mortal coil. 

It was bad enough when, quite recently, I 
learned the chap who played Timothy Claypole 
in Rentaghost had died years earlier. Timothy 
Claypole? Dead? What is the world coming to? 

But while Oliver Postgate’s creations such as 
Bagpuss and Ivor the Engine will live on, Tony 
Hart’s death was particularly sad. 

Postgate was always a man whose fame grew 
by his name appearing in the credits of so 


many programmes. His face was anonymous. 

But for many years, Hart was the embodi¬ 
ment of children’s telly. He would occupy a slot 
prior to Grange Hill or Blue Peter and dazzle 
us with his gentle artistic talents. 

A huge city skyline at night was always a 
speciality - created on a huge black canvas on 
the floor; it only becoming apparent what he 
was creating as a camera staring down from 
the ceiling brought it to life. 

But he was more than that. He was a kindly 
old uncle; a figure with authority and a sense of 
fun but with none of the overt ‘silliness’ which 
pervades the schedules for youngsters today. 

I can remember quite clearly joining an art 
club at infant school as they promised to send 
work off to the BBC to try and appear in Hart’s 
The Gallery. The Gallery was perhaps the ear¬ 
liest form of reality TV. As muzak played in the 
background the camera simply panned ‘art’ 
submitted by school children up and down the 
land. I once met someone who had indeed been 
fortunate enough to have their work displayed 


during this section of the show and I was left in awe. 

But Hart did not work alone ploughing a 
lonely furrow as a key component of children’s 
television. Oh no, he had help. There was 
Morph. A little brown plasticine figure who 
lived in Hart’s art box - the grandfather to 
Wallace and Gromit and a creation of future 
Oscar-winner Nick Park. I assume he, Morph 
that is, still lives on and is currently in mourn¬ 
ing for Hart. Cripes, if he still lives in that box 
I hope someone knows and can let him out for 
a stretch of his legs, otherwise we could face 
another tragedy. 

In the meantime we must treasure those 
that remain. Mrs McCluskey from Grange Hill 
take good care of yourself. Brian Cant, keep 
safe and warm. Johnny Ball - think of a big 
number and live the equivalent in years.

TALK TIME 

RORY 
HADFIELD 

The jewellery design¬ 
er and owner of 
Hadfield'sof Castle 
Street, Canterbury, 
talks about making 
unigue, bespoke 
pieces for some very 
famous people. 

How did you get into jewellery design? 

I studied at Medway College of Design in 1966. The prop¬ 
er name for it is diamond mounting - anything to do with 
mounting gems in necklaces, rings and such. I learned 
from very experienced craftsmen, who were kind enough 
to put some work my way. 

From college I worked in Folkestone for a while. Once you 
do a good job your reputation spreads and I haven't 
looked back. We've been getting commissions ever since, 
including cufflinks for Prince Charles and a badge for the 
High Sherriffof Kent. 

Do you have your own particular style of design? 

I try to make unusual pieces that are unigue. But the 
designs have to be practical, and can't date. It's easy to 
make unusual, outrageous pieces that will date in 18 
months, then look out of fashion. But good design is time¬ 
less. To be a good designer it is important that you know 
how something is made from scratch. 

What's the most unusual piece you've been asked to 
make? 

There have been so many. One man wanted Medusa ear¬ 
rings for his girlfriend. The snakes' heads were studded 
with diamonds and I wanted to make a pretty Medusa, so 
had to carve the details on tiny earrings. 

We get to know our clients, about their background and 
why they want a particular piece made, whether they like 
very contemporary design or classic pieces. It's important 
that our work reflects exactly what customers want.

Michael plays out of his 
skin in lead role as Frost

PEOPLE don’t tend to recognise 
the name Michael Sheen until you 
mention Tony Blair. 

Better known for his uncannily life-like 
impersonation of the former Prime Minister in 
the 2006 film The Queen, than for his roles in 
Blood Diamond and Laws Of Attraction, the 
boyish 39-year-old actor is still trying to break 
free from Downing Street. 

He’s managed an escape of sorts in new film 
Frost/Nixon, where he plays another British 
institution, Sir David Frost. 

The film began as a play by Peter Morgan 
and has already been a hit with stage critics, 
but will British film audiences admire his por¬ 
trayal of the much-loved television journalist 
as much as they adored his Tony Blair? 

In Frost/Nixon, David Frost is presented as 
a failing 70s TV personality, desperate to 
boost his flagging career. In a bid to make 
his name, he buys the first-ever television 
interview with disgraced ex-president 
Richard Nixon after the Watergate scandal. 

Hoping to force an admission of guilt from 
Nixon and make broadcasting history, Frost 
takes on the ferocious former president who 
has other ideas. 

Michael says the reaction to the play on 
London, Broadway and finally on screen, has 
been extraordinary. 

“I talked with people who’ve seen the play, 
and the movie, and they say they get to a cer¬ 
tain point and realise they haven’t breathed 
for a minute. Any story that makes anybody 
that engaged, well it’s a good sign.” 

The Welsh actor’s knack for disappearing 
under the skins of famous men (he played 
Oscar’s lover in Wilde and Kenneth Williams 
in Fantabulosa) assured him a safe acting 
passage to Hollywood.

But despite recent roles in Blood Diamond, 
alongside Leonardo DiCaprio, and Laws of 
Attraction, starring Pierce Brosnan and 
Julianne Moore, Michael still hasn’t managed 
to eclipse the fame of his ‘real life’ characters. 
Frost/Nixon may change that. 

Watching his attempts to catch out the former 
president (Frank Langella), is utterly compelling. 
Critics say his performance as the egotistical 
Frost could win him an Oscar. 

“I felt like every time we did the performance, 
and then the film, whenever we were together 
there was always something real going on. It 
was never a repeat of what had been done 
before,” he says. 

The son of a part-time Jack Nicholson looka- 
like, Sheen says the hardest part of moving 
the play from stage to film was keeping it real. 

“The challenge was to play someone who 
has, on the surface, a superficiality and light¬ 


weightness, but to try and get across how 
much things are unravelling underneath.” 

Luckily, the well-respected TV presenter has 
been gracious about the play, and the film. But 
Michael says that playing a person who is still 
alive can be complicated. 

“I avoided meeting Sir David until after we 
opened on stage because it’s a warts and all por¬ 
trayal, and he’s such an engaging, nice man.” 

Under strict orders to stay away from the 
notable television personality, Michael admits 
he accidentally bumped into him midway 
through rehearsals. 

“I’d been sworn off seeing him by writer, 
Peter Morgan, and then I saw him walking 
down the street one day. I have to admit I was 
his stalker and followed him. I watched how 
he walked and all that sort of stuff, and took 
pictures of him on my mobile phone. To this 
day he’s not even aware of that!”

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

New Insignia stands for 
a big change in attitude 


VAUXHALL’S all-new Insignia 
marks a fresh start as well as 
new name in the family/company 
car sector. 

This arena once dominated UK car sales, but 
now holds just a tenth of volume in the face of 
rivalry from 4x4s, MPVs and upmarket 
German kit. 

Vauxhall’s own seven-seat Zafira midi-MPV 
will have inflicted hefty damage and you sense 
the marque’s parent General Motors has 
taken note. 

So the Insignia drops any pretence at chas¬ 
ing the staid and practical MPV vote and con¬ 
centrates on 'comfort and style’, attacking 
German prestige marques while still offering 
a hatchback option for diehard ‘rep’s car’ fans.

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle. 

If the car’s sharp suit worries 
BMW/Merc/Audi then the lining offers little 
relief even if let down by the budget feel of con¬ 
trols for the driver’s seat and other minutiae. 

But remember the Insignia is still selling for 
Vectra prices. Even the sporty ‘rep’s favourite’ 
SRi model we tested, with its aluminium ped¬ 
als, climate control, comfy sports seats - 
including extendable seat base - quality 
sound system and smart alloys, starts at just 
over £18,000. 

Diesel sales should dominate, of course, but 
our car’s all-new 220PS (218bhp) 2.0-litre Turbo 
petrol engine impressed and could become the 
cult engine to complement the Insignia’s taut 
yet supple chassis, for the Vectra’s replace¬ 
ment looks and feels more like a driver’s than 
a ‘rep’s car’.

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
south east in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said exporters especially were in a good 
position to fend off the crunch with the weak 
pound. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses, for example, some 
local book keepers and accountants are report¬ 
ing an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a “less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
south east. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall, and although more expected 
profits to fall than to rise, this gloom was much 
less widespread than the rest of the south 
east, despite the fact that more KICC mem¬ 
bers were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the south east and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.

KENT have dropped the biggest 
hint yet that their search for new 
players will lead them to two over¬ 
seas bowlers who will share the 
2009 summer. 

The club’s director of cricket, Graham Ford, 
told Yourcanterbury the county’s management 
were happy with the batting line-up and 
instead are looking to boost their bowling 
department ahead of the new season. 

After re-signing left-arm spinner Rob Ferley, 
it seems unlikely Kent will be looking for 
another spinner as they also have James 
Tredwell in the ranks. All indications are they 
hope to bring in seamers to replace Pakistan 
all-rounder Yasir Arafat. 

Skipper Rob Key hinted at the end of last 
season the club may have to look at two play¬ 
ers to share the summer, due to top players’ 
commitments to international tours and the 
Indian Premier League (IPL). 

Ford confirmed it was something the county 
are looking into. 

He said: “The way cricket is at the moment, 
the possibility of bringing an overseas player 
for the whole summer is unlikely, so we might 
have to mix and match. 

“I think we are in the market for a bowler 
because I think we have some good batters 
and our batting line-up looks pretty solid. 


“Bowling-wise, you can never have enough 
over the course of a season. We had injuries 
last summer so we will be probably looking for 
a bowler, especially as some of the boys are 
knocking on the door for an England place.” 

One of the biggest stumbling blocks in iden¬ 
tifying an overseas player is the IPL. The 
multi-million pound Twenty20 competition 
attracts the biggest names in the sport 
between April and June, which means poten¬ 
tial overseas stars would miss the first half of 
the county season. 

As a result, Kent may go for a less high pro¬ 
file star at the beginning of the campaign and 


then sign a star name for the second half. 

One avenue Kent’s management team of 
Key, Ford and coach Simon Willis, may look 
down is in bringing in one of Australia’s back¬ 
up seamers. With the Australians touring 
England to contend the Ashes, quick bowlers 
such as Shaun Tait and Ashley Noffke may 
look to play county cricket to ensure they are 
close to the national squad. 

However, with Ford’s association with South 
Africa having brought in Justin Kemp, Martin 
van Jaarsveld and Ryan McLaren, fellow 
countrymen such as Dale Steyn, Andre Nel or 
Morne Morkel may be on the Kent list.
